Mrs.Woop again appeared at this Theatre last night in the charac- 











_ ter of Rosetia, in Love in a Village, and, bating an unnecessary pro- 


fusion of ornament, her singing was all that could be desired ; she ap- 
pears in perfect-health, and has acquired a degree of embonpoint, which 
is very becoming to ber. Mr Templeton’s articulation is awfully de- 
fective: he asked Rosetia to except a nosegay, and we detected many 
other vulgarisms of the like nature ; his demeanour also is particularly 
ungraceful, we would recommend him to take a few lessons of a danc- 
ing master. Farren’s Justice is the best on the stage ; it is highly 
amusing without the libidinous grossness which some comedians have 
thrown iato the character. The part of Hodge is played by Harley 
in the most natural and homorous manner, and Mrs Humby is equally 
clever as Madge, she judiciously sings ‘I wish I was at home again,’ 
instead of ‘I wish U was @ maid again,’ wisely thinking, doubtless, that 
the latter is past praying for. Mr Wood had a very tumultuous 
encore in the last act ;—tle uproar was so great that the perfurmance 
was stopped for some minutes. After the Opera, the grand beasily 
Spectacle of Hyder Ali was acted for the second time. The following 
ig a sketch of the story:—Sadhusing, Nabob of Bangolore, having 
been conquered by Hyder Ali, flies with his family to the wilds for 
shelter, where he joins the Pariars, who are the enemies of Hyder Ali, 
and, with Sadhusing at their head, attack the Khan whilst he is hunt- 
ing, but are defeated, and their leader is taken prisoner. Hyder Ali 
orders Sadhusing to be cast into the arena at Mysore, to combat with 
an untamed lion; on which Delhi, the daughter of Sadhusing, who is 
beloved by the tyrant, throws herself at his feet to implore the pardon 
of her father; he is, however, inflexible, until Sadhusing having defeated 
the lion, his better nature prevails, and he not only pardons, bat re- 
stores him to his throne, and they all retorn into the city in triumph. 
Har'ey is a sort of court fool, a grocer, from Bermondsey, who has 
been takeo prisoner, and detained to amuse the Khan. 

In the course of the piece, some three or four monkeys, a tiger cat, 
a lama, a pelican, two boas, two elephants, and two lions, are intro- 
duced with good effect. A scarcely perceptible but strong wire-work 
eneloses the lions from every body but M. Martin; which, when they 
are excited seems quite necessary, for they act rage to the very life.
